To  His  Excellency, 

Hon.  Oliver  11.  Shoup, 
Governor  of  Colorado. 
Sir: 

The  personnel  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  The  Colorado 
School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind  has  undergone  unprecedented 
changes  during  the  past  year. 

The  death  of  President  Joseph  F.  Humphrey  on  August  12, 
1918,  marked  the  passing  of  a  long-tried  Trustee,  a  sacrificing 
ofticial  and  a  m.uch-loved  man.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  per- 
haps no  other  Trustee  has  ever  enjoyed  the  affection  of  pupils 
and  teachers  as  did  he,  and  no  one  had  a  more  kindly  interest  in 
their  welfare.  Mr.  Humphrey  was  serving  his  twenty-second  year 
as  Trustee  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Mr.  A.  J.  Lawton,  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  apparently  in  ful) 
vigor  of  his  manhood,  died  after  a  brief  illness,  on  December  7, 

1918.  He  was  serving  a  second  term,  to  which  he  had  been    /' 
appointed  in  recognition  of  faithful,  painstaking  service  during  a 
previous  term. 

Mrs.  Jane  E.  Pettepier's  term  of  six  years  expired  April  19. 

1919.  Mrs  Pettepier  left  in  the  institution  a  record  of  good  service, 
regular  attendance  and  evidences  of  unusual  good  judgment. 
She  carried  with  her  the  respect  of  all  with  whom  she  came  in 
contact. 

Mr.  J.  Alfred  Ritter  of  Colorado  Springs  was  appointed  a 
Trustee  to  succeed  Mr.  Humphrey. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Young  of  Pueblo  to  succeed  Mr.  Lawton. 

Mr.  Asa  T.  Jones  of  Colorado  Springs  to  succeed  ^Irs. 
Pettepier.  while  Mr.  Charles  J.  Schrader  was  reappointed  to 
succeed  himself. 
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'Die  exigencies  of  war  detained  a  number  of  the  more  capable 
children  in  their  homes  to  render  what  assistance  they  could, 
which,  together  wi:h  the  invasion  of  the  School  by  influenza, 
embarrassed  the  class  room  work  tremendouslw  The  toll  of  lives 
taken  from  the  employees  and  pupils  was  less  than  might  reason- 
ably have  been  expected,  due  to  unremitting  care  and  the  par- 
ticularly high  standard  of  health  always  maintained  in  this  insti- 
tution by  an  abundance  of  wholesome  food  and  correct  methods 
of  living. 

IX       APPRECIATION 

The  last  legislature  realized  the  necessities  of  the  deaf  and 
blind  by  enacting  a  compulsory  education  law.  It  also  recognized 
the  necessity  for  the  development  of  a  class  of  school  chilidren 
below  normal  in  physical  development,  by  appropriating  $40,000 
for  a  gymnasium. 

This  enactment  liad  been  suggested  to  prcceeding  legislatures 
for  twenty-five  years,  but  it  remained  for  the  session  of  1919, 
with  your  approval,  to  secure  for  us  this  recognized  necessity  in 
developmental  work. 

The  little  appropriation  of  $1,500  to  be  used  for  the  assisl- 
.'.nce  of  students  of  unusual  promise  to  continue  their  education 
in  higher  special  schools  will  prove  to  be  a  prize  to  those  wdio 
do  well. 

The  additional  millage  provided,  some  four  years  ago,  for 
:dl  educational  institutions  in  Colorado  has  been  a  special  provi- 
dence for  the  School  of  Deaf  and  Blind.  It  anticipated  the  rising 
costs  of  our  daily  necessities,  so  that  the  management  has  not 
been  seriously  embarrassed  for  lack  of  funds.  The  unprece- 
dented stress  in  all  building  operations,  delayed  completion  of 
the  new  dormitory  for  boys.  However,  it  will  be  ready  for  occu- 
pancy (J11  September  10  next. 

Speaking  for  the  Board  of  Trustees,  1  wish  to  emphasize  our 
appreciation  of  Dr.  Argo,  the  superintendent ;  ^Irs.  Argo,  the 
assistant  superintendent,  and  those  teachers  and  employees  oi 
the  school  who  showed  their  (piality  in  the  epidemic  of  sickness 
that  swept  the  world,  but  which  was  faced  by  o\n-  i)e()ple  without 
thon^^lu  of  retreat  or  surrender. 

I^^or  your  personal  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  comparativclx- 
helpless  who  are  i!it rusted  to  our  care,  together  with  vour  official 
approval  of  acts  necessary  to  their  welfare,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
desires  to  earnestly  thank  nou.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  The  Colorado  School  for  the  Deaf 
and  the  Blind: 

The  year  covered  by  the  report,  beginning-  July  1,  1918,  will 
probably  be  remembered  as  the  most  eventful  in  the  history  oi 
the  School.  On  August  12,  after  only  a  few  h.ours  illness, 
occurred  the  death  of  Mr.  J.  F.  Humphrey,  for  so  lung  a  valued 
member  of  the  Board  and  for  many  years  its  president.  Soon 
after  school  opened  came  the  news  of  the  illness  and  death  of 
the  Superintendent's  son,  William,  a  fourth-year  medical  student 
at  Harvard,  from  influenza  with  pneumonia.  Following  weeks 
of  anxiety,  during  wdiich  every  effort  was  made  to  ward  off  the 
disease,  there  came  at  Thanksgiving  time  an  attack  of  influenza 
which  went  thru  the  entire  School,  taking  full  toll  of  officers 
and  pupils  alike.  Mr.  A.  J.  Lawton,  who  succeeded  Mr.  Hum- 
])hrey  as  president  of  the  Board,  was  a  victim,  tho  living  in 
his  own  home  and  taking  every  precaution  that  science  could 
suggest. 

Mr.  A.  L.  Bohrer,  who  had  been  at  the  head  of  the  ]\Iusic 
Department  for  the  Blind  for  more  than  twenty  years,  died  of  a 
complication  of  diseases  on  January  3.  3.1r.  Bohrer  was  a  blind 
man  of  unusual  ability  and  force  of  character,  filling  a  difficult 
position  most  acceptably  until  ill  health  overtook  him. 

There  were  174  cases  of  influenza  at  the  School.  Of  those 
persons  immediately  connected  with  the  School  as  members  of 
the  School  family,  one  supervisor,  Miss  Helen  Wiseley,  and  one 
fireman,  Peter  Johnson,  were  taken.  Five  pupils  dropped  out 
within  two  weeks,  and  the  death  of  another  who  succumbed  to 
an  attack  of  mastoiditis  later,  was  undoubtedly  due  to  the  weak- 
ening eft'ect  of  the  influenza. 

After  so  serious  an  interruption  and  so  great  loss  of  time, 
and  realizing  the  danger  of  travel  and  exposure,  the  school  w^ork 
was  continued  thru  the  Christmas  holidays,  the  daily  tasks 
being  lightened  to  meet  the  physical  condition  of  the  pupil.  By 
cutting  out  all  holidays  and  making  use  of  every  moment  of  spare 
time,  school  closed  June  4,  after  a  very  fair  year  from  a  literary 
standpoint. 

The  attendance  in  the  Department  for  the  Deaf  was  dimin- 
ished during  the  war,  w^iile  that  of  the  Blind  was  slightly  above 
the  average.  Many  of  those  deaf  boys  and  girls,  in  common  with 
the  hearing  boys  and  girls  of  the  country,  who  were  able  to  earn 
good  w^ages  while  taking  the  places  of  those  gone  to  war,  will 
not  return  to  school  again.     This  accounts  for  the  falling  off  in 
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school  attendance  all  over  the  country,  and  it  will  probably  be 
several  years  before  conditions  become  normal. 

Circular  letters  have  been  sent  to  all  County  Superintendents, 
School  Principals,  and  3,000  teachers  thruout  the  state,  asking 
their  co-operation  in  securing  the  names  of  eligible  deaf  and  blind 
children  not  in  school,  but  the  list  is  small.  We  are  plan- 
ning a  regular  advertising  campaign  this  winter,  now  that  our 
buildings  are  what  we  would  have  them  for  the  proper  care  of 
the  children.

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CHANGES 

Under  certain  conditions,  changes  are  not  only  to  be  desired. 
but  must  be  made  if  we  would  maintain  the  highest  standards. 
But  when  a  school  has  secured  a  number  of  fairly  good  people, 
it  would  be  tine  to  keep  them,  since  changes  are  costly  even  if  tlie 
new  employees  are  ecjually  good. 

At  the  close  of  the  session  in  June,  1918.  Miss  Margaret 
Compton,  Miss  Maggie  Proctor  and  Tviiss  Sara  B.  Trimble,  of 
the  Department  of  the  Deaf,  resigned  to  work  in  other  schools. 
Mr.  Philip  Van  R.  Adams,  head  teacher  in  the  Department  for 
the  Blind,  and  Alan  E.  Dunster,  instructor  in  gardening,  left  to 
go  into  the  United  States  service  ;  Miss  Edith  Shapcott,  instructor 
in  household  arts,  and  Miss  Mary  A.  ^Munroe,  in  charge  of 
l)hysical  culture  for  the  girls  and  younger  boys,  gave  up  their 
places.  To  fill  these  ^Misses  Allie  Arnold,  Ruth  Paxson  and  Eucy 
Jones  were  selected  as  teachers  of  the  deaf  ;  yir.  Adolph  Fiock, 
head  teacher  of  the  blind  ;  ^Miss  Irma  Dackens,  instructor  in  house- 
hold economics ;  Miss  Evelyn  Ferderber,  instructor  in  physical 
culture,  and  Frank  Zens,  floriculture  and  gardening. 

M  E  T  TI  o  u  s 

The  Colorado  School  is  conservative  on  the  question  of  meth- 
ods. In  these  days  of  destructive  criticism  in  all  lines  of  educa- 
tional work,  when  the  human  race  has  discovered  that  all  that 
has  been  done  in  the  past  Vv'as  wrong,  and  only  that  which  is  new 
is  right,  it  seems  wise  to  stand  still  a  moment  and  catch  one's 
breath,  even  at  the  expense  of  being  called  a  "has  been,"  and 
a  "back  number." 

In  the  schools  for  the  blind,  the  adoption  of  a  uniform  type 
has  renioved  the  most  prolific  source  of  controversy,  so  that 
comparative  quiet  now  reigns.  The  ])roblem  of  so  educating  the 
individual  blind  pupil  and  so  placing  him  after  he  is  educated 
that  he  may  minimize  his  handicap  is  occupying  the  minds  of 
those  who  are  working  in  the  interest  of  the  blind,  both  in  school 
and  out.  To  what  extent  the  day  school  idea  may  profitably 
prevail,  the  ])roper  size  of  a  unit  in  the  cottage  system  in  insti- 
tutions for  the  blind,  the  most  helpful  course  to  study,  are  all 
questions  well  worth  the  attention  they  are  now  getting. 

In  the  schools  for  the  deaf  the  war  of  methods,  oral  versus 
manual,  is  on  to  stay  for  some  time  to  come.  There  is  a  group 
that  seems  to  believe  that  the  deaf  cannot  be  really  educated  or 
truly  ha])py  without  a  knowledge  of  the  sign  language.  Without 
it  they  are  as  bees  without  stings,  as  soldiers  without  guns,  as 
angels   without   wings,      ^^'ithout   it   the   grace   and   beautv   and 
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sweetness  of  life  are  entirely  wanting,  and  a  dull,  prosaic  exist- 
ence is  all  that  is  left. 

On  the  other  hand  is  a  group,  increasing  rapidly  in  size,  that 
believes  the  sign  language  an  invention  of  the  devil  to  cheat 
the  poor  deaf  out  of  their  rightful  heritage — speech,  and  the 
ability  to  read  it.  To  this  group  the  eye  may  be  so  easily  and 
successfully  substituted  for  the  ear  that  the  latter  might  have 
been  dispensed  with  in  fashioning  the  human  body.  Some  of 
this  group  seem  to  believe  that  the  ability  to  mechanicallv  manip- 
ulate the  organs  of  speech  carries  with  it  a  knowledge  of  language 
and  reasoning  powers,  hence  they  would  bend  every  energv  to 
the  proper  enunciation  of  the  spoken  word. 

There  is  a  third  group  working  without  much  noise,  but  just 
as  deadly  in  earnest  as  the  other  two.  These  do  not  believe  the 
sign  language  will  secure  entrance  into  the  Elysian  fields  for  its 
possessor,  nor  consign  him  to  hades.  They  know  that  there  are 
hundreds  of  cases  of  deafness  where  the  eye  can  never  take  the 
place  of  the  ear  to  the  extent  of  reading  miscellaneous  speech, 
and  where  the  voice  will  never  be  acceptable  to  the  general  public. 
With  these,  the  question  of  the  waste  of  time  that  could  be  used 
in  securing  an  education  in  those  branches  necessary  to  the  suc- 
cessful prosecution  of  some  prolital)le  business  is  a  serious  matter, 
and  no  mere  superficial  knowledge  of  the  conditions  will  suffice. 
The  best  good  of  the  deaf  as  a  whole,  and  the  deaf  individual 
as  a  whole,  is  the  end  to  be  attained.  The  Colorado  School  hopes 
it  may  be  counted  a  worthy  member  of  this  group. 

GRADUATES 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years  there  were  no  graduates 
from  either  department  in  1918.  In  schools  so  small  as  ours  this 
happens  occasionally  from  the  fact  that  so  many  of  the  pupils 
leave  school  lie  fore  completing  the  course. 

I   M   P  R  O  V  E  M  E  N  T  S 

Nothing  large  in  the  way  of  improvements  has  been  undertaken 
during  the  year,  yet  there  has  not  been  a  time  when  something 
in  the  way  of  betterment  has  not  been  going  on.  My  screens 
with  heavy  ])rotecting  wire  have  been  made  for  the  b.-isement  of 
the  .Administration  P)uilding,  and  the  first  and  second  lloors  of 
llumphrey  Hall  and  the  Girls'  1  Tall  have  been  screened  thru- 
out.  This  screens  all  the  living  buildings  and  gives  ]M-otection 
from  balls,  etc.,  whercxcr  needed. 

The  grounds,  loo,  have  received  attention  in  accordance  with 
Nor.r  ])olicy  of  making  some  imj)rovement  each  year  as  the  funds 
permit.     It  would  be  well  to  push  this  work  faster,  if  possible. 

The  action  of  the  last  legislature  in  granting  an  appropriation 
of    S40.()0()    t(t\vards    the    erection    of    a    irvmnasium    was    most 
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grateful  to  those  who  have  wanted  it  so  long.  The  first  request 
was  made  25  years  ago,  and  it  has  been  on  the  list  almost  every 
two  years  since,  but  other  state  needs  w^ere  so  great  that  it  was 
never  pushed  hard  before.  No  school  for  the  deaf  or  the  blind 
is  complete  without  a  well-equipped  gymnasium  building  and  a 
i^^ymnasium  instructor.  No  move  has  yet  been  made  towards 
the  erection  of  the  building,  since  the  x\uditor  is  unable  to  say 
when  the  funds  will  be  available. 

NEEDS 

The  general  housing  plan  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
some  years  ago  includes  a  building  for  dining  room,  kitchen, 
cold  storage  plant,  etc.,  to  take  the  place  of  the  old  building 
erected  in  1874. 

The  grounds  at  the  School  are  not  yet  graded  thruout,  but  a 
small  amount  is  done  each  year,  which  policy  will  in  time  complete 
them. 

At  the  Ranch  there  are  two  miles  of  fencing  that  should  be  re- 
newed and  made  pig  tight,  so  the  hogs  could  be  turned  out  part 
of  the  time.  The  hay  barn  should  be  enlarged  to  at  least  twice  its 
present  capacity  for  the  storage  of  loose  hay. 

All  minor  needs  are  provided  for  in  the  mill  levy,  a  condition 
for  which  the  School  is  properly  grateful. 

ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS 

The  Colorado  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind  has  much  to 
be  grateful  for.  Our  legislatures  have  always  been  deeply  inter- 
ested in  its  welfare,  and  its  support  by  a  millage  is  ideal  in  that  it 
does  not  require  a  biennial  scramble  to  secure  the  necessary  funds. 

The  people  of  the  state,  too,  have  been  glad  to  see  proper  pro- 
vision made  for  the  education  of  the  deaf  and  the  blind,  and  their 
moral  support  may  be  counted  on  whenever  opportunity  offers. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  express  our  gratitude  to  the  citizens  of 
Colorado  Springs  who,  without  solicitation,  keep  us  in  mind  and 
are  continually  doing  something  to  brighten  the  lives  of  our  young 
people.  The  Colorado  Springs  Musical  Club,  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  and 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  have  it  in  their  power  to  do  much  for  the  school, 
and  they  never  forget.  Private  individuals  deserve  our  everlasting 
gratitude  for  delicately  bestowed  favors  too  numerous  to  mention. 

And  I  must  not  close  this  without  expressing  to  you  the  thanks 
of  your  employees  at  the  School  for  your  personal  interest  in  theni 
and  their  welfare.  The  high  cost  of  living  is  becoming  an  old 
story,  but  it  is  a  fact  which  must  be  met.  It  will  probably  take 
time  to  work  out  the  problem,  but  it  is  comforting  to  know  that 
you  will  see  that  a  satisfactory  adjustment  is  made  in  the  end.

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PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT 

To  tJic  Board  of  Trustees: 

My  connection  with  tlie  School  as  physician  bct^an  last  Decem- 
ber as  the  influenza  epidemic  was  at  its  peak.  The  difficulty  in 
securing  competent  nurses  and  the  general  demoralization  whidi 
usually  attend  such  an  outbreak  made  the  task  a  serious  one, 
but  considering  all  tiie  circumstances,  the  School  came  out  very 
well,  ^lany  of  the  ])U|)ils  are  more  or  less  anaemic  and  below 
j>ar  physically,  which  nnist  be  taken  in'.o  account  in  recovering 
from  severe  illnesses. 

The  hospital  equipment  is  excellent,  and  llu-  facilities  for  ilu: 
care  of  the  sick  are  first  class.  Tbe  children  Ikivc  milk  three 
times  a  day  produced  on  the  School  Kanch.  and  the  food,  which 
is  ample  both  in  ({uantity  and  variety,  is  well  pre])ared  and  prop- 
erly served  for  the  conservation  of  health.

STRATTON  FUND 

This  fund  consists  of  a  bequest  of  $25,000  made  by  the  late 
W.  S  Stratton,  the  interest  upon  which  is  to  be  "annually  dis- 
tributed among'  the  pupils  of  said  institute  as  rewards  for  such 
excellence  or  demeanor,  or  both,  as  may  be  prescribed  or  required 
l)y  the  said  Trustees." 

The  fund  is  invested  as  follows :  Twenty-three  water  bonds, 
SI, 000  each,  City  of  Colorado  Springs.  Two  South  Platte  Canal 
iveservoir  bonds,  $1,000  each.

Hon.  Oliver  H.  Shoup, 
Governor  of  Colorado. 
Sir  : 

The  accompanM'ng  r(:'ports  will  give  }-ou  a  very  clear  idea  of 
the  worl^  of  The  Colorado  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1920.  There  were  no  changes  in 
the  Board  of  Trustees.  Tho  the  difficulty  in  securing  competent 
people  was  at  times  serious,  no  department  really  suffered  loss 
in  efficiency. 

x\t  this  writing,  1  regret  to  say.  there  is  thuout  the  land  a 
dearth  of  trained  instructors,  both  men  and  women,  particularly 
the  former,  for  these  special  classes,  whose  limitations  rec^uire 
the  best  in  tiie  way  of  teachers.  This  is  of  a  piece  with  the  con- 
ditions prevailing  in  all  other  schools  and  colleges,  for  which 
the  only  remedy  seems  the  immediate  payment  of  higher  salaries. 

Five  years  ago  the  legislature  passed  a  bill  adding  two  and 
three-quarters  hundredths  of  one  mill  to  the  income  of  the  School, 
with  the  idea  of  providing  a  permanent  finid  which  in  time  would 
supply  all  needs  in  the  way  of  buildings.  Fortunately  the  act 
was  so  worded  that,  if  necessary,  the  fund  could  l)e  used  for 
support  as  well,  and  this  wise  foresight  on  the  part  of  our  law- 
makers has  enabled  the  School  to  move  right  along  on  the  high 
plane  set  for  it,  in  spite  of  soaring  prices  which  have  brought 
disaster  to  so  many  similar  institutitms. 

Three  students  from  the  Department  for  the  Deaf  have 
attended  Gallaudet  College,  at  \\'ashington,  D.  C,  making  use 
of  the  fund  of  one  hundred  and  fiftv  dollars  each  for  traveling 
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expenses.  The  one  student  from  the  Department  for  the  Bh.id 
now  attending  college  was  unable  to  avail  himself  of  the  three 
hundred  dollars  for  providing  a  reader  because  the  law  applied 
only  to  those  attending  one  of  the  four  state  institutions  for 
liigher  education,  whereas  this  student  having  made  a  start  at 
Colorado  College  desired  to  continue  his  course  there.  We  shall 
ask  that  the  amount  for  deaf  students  wishing  to  attend  Gallaudet 
College  at  \\'ashington,  D.  C,  be  raised  from  one  hundred  and 
fifty  to  two  hundred  dollars,  and  that  blind  students  may  have 
four  hundred,  instead  of  three  hundred  dollars  for  a  reader,  with 
Colorado  College  and  Denver  University  added  to  the  list  from 
which  selection  may  be  made. 

The  four  bids  which  v/ere  submitted  for  the  erection  of  the 
new  gymnasium  were  opened  December  29,  1919.  In  the  opinion 
of  the  Board  the  prices  were  too  high,  and  all  bids  were  rejected. 
New  bids  will  be  asked  for  later  in  the  year,  when  it  is  hoped 
conditions  may  be  more  favorable. 

The  purchase  of  twenty-three  acres  of  ground  lying  imme- 
diately south  of  the  present  School  grounds  has  been  considered 
by  the  Board  as  one  of  its  most  fortunate  business  transactions. 
The  new  territory  provides  for  any  future  expansion  that  may 
be  needed,  prevents  objectionable  neighbors,  and  gives  an  oppor- 
tunity for  such  elementary  farming  as  may  be  suited  to  the 
education  of  our  ])upils. 

Thanking  you  for  your  appreciation  of  the  School  evidenced 
l)y  your  presence  and  presentation  of  the  diplomas  to  the  gradu- 
ates in  June,  and  asking  that  you  continue  to  keep  our  needs  in 
mind,  I  am,

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  The  Colonulo  Sehoot  for  the  Deaf 
and  the  Blind: 

A  report  of  the  workings  of  the  School  the  last  year  may 
well  be  brief,  since  it  is  to  l)e  submitted  with  the  report  of  a  year 
ago,  in  w^hich  various  matters  common  to  both  were  more  or  less 
touched  upon.  1lie  same  general  outline  of  procedure  has  been 
pursued  in  our  educational  program,  and  little  in  the  way  of 
physical  im])rovement  has  been  done,  owing  to  the  high  cost  of 
labor  and  material. 

The  enrollment  in  the  deaf  dei)artment  is  still  showing  the 
effects  of  the  war,  when  the  older,  a])le-bodied  boys  were  substi- 
tuted for  those  going  into  the  service.  The  high  wages  paid  for 
almost  any  kind  of  a  worker  has  lured  some  into  what  they 
consider  their  great  o})portunity,  their  kind  not  being  noted  for 
an  intelligent  appreciation  of  values.  An  illustration  of  this  is 
the  case  of  a  lad  of  fourteen,  quite  slow  in  his  school  work,  and 
not  exceptionally  apt  at  the  shoemaker's  trade  at  which  he  had 
worked  an  average  of  two  hours  a  day  for  less  than  two  years. 
He  got  a  job  at  a  shop  in  Denver  a  year  ngo,  and  in  April  of  the 

present  year  his  employer  wrote :     *' ,  who  was  a  pupil  in 

your  school,  is  working  for  me.  His  i)ay  check  last  week  w^as 
$36.25.     n  you  have  any  more  like  him,  send  them  to  me." 

No  less  than  six  families  having  deaf  or  blind  children  have 
left  the  state  within  the  year,  some  returning  to  their  old  homes 
and  others  seeking  pastures  new'.

The  School  cscai)C(l  entirely  the  inrtuenza  which  |)revailed  in 
Colorado  Sprin<^s  in  January  and  February,  hut  we  had  some 
whooping  cou^li,  chicken  ])ox,  and  tonsilitis.  which  interfered 
with  the  school  work  somewhat.  There  was  but  one  case  that 
gave  us  real  anxielw  and  that  made  a  i)erfect  recovery. 

On  the  whole,  our  Ijoys  and  j^irls  improved  physically  as  the 
year  proj^ressed  and  went  home  feeling-  better  than  when  tliey 
came.  And  this  is  as  it  should  be.  It  the  best  of  food,  well 
cooked,  pure  llolstein  milk  served  wh(rle.  the  best  butter,  regu- 
larity in  work  and  rest  and  sleep,  and  intelligent  attention  to 
l)hysical  training,  do  not  get  a])precial)!e  results  for  good,  there 
is  .something  radical!}  w  long  with  the  individual  which  should 
be  investigated. 

The  School  lias  alwiiys  had  ;(ood  medical  a(l\-ice  and  the 
condition  of  e.'icli  child  on  entering  has  been  looked  into  more  or 
less  thoroly.  The  iioard  of  Trustees,  however,  have  felt  for 
some  time  thai  thi^  might  be  done  very  nmch  better  in  the  light 
of  modern  medical  Ncic-nce.  and  they  have  plaimed  for  the  coming 
season  an  organization  that  will  go  carcTully  into  every  detail 
affecting   t!ie   child's    Jualth.      It    i^    hoped    that    this   course    will 
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result  in   turning;;  out   uien  and  women   ])hysically  able   to  meet 
any  demand  on  the  body  necessary  to  ^ainiufj  a  livelihood. 

c  n  A  N  G  E  s 

In  the  Department  for  the  Deaf,  Misses  Mary  Lync  and 
Urania  Sturdevant  gave  up  teaching  at  the  end  of  the  lest  session 
to  take  up  professional  nursing,  and  Miss  Ruth  Paxson  returned 
to  her  former  |)osition  in  the  Central  Institute  at  St.  Louis.  Mr. 
Adolph  Bock,  head  teacher  in  the  Department  for  the  Blind, 
pro  tern,  in  the  absence  of  Mr.  Harry  L.  Black,  was  relieved  by 
the  return  of  Captain  Black  after  two  years  of  war  experience. 
Aliss  Irma  Dakeiis,  teacher  of  Domestic  Science  and  Domestic 
Art,  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Grace  E.  Piper.  Aliss  Clara  Perles 
succeeded  Miss  Evelyn  Ferderber  in  Physical  Culture,  and  the 
work  with  the  blind  boys  in  this  line  by  Mr.  Bock  was  assumed 
by  Mr.  Black,  ^iiss  Jane  Sympson  w^as  added  to  the  corps  as 
general  relief,  and  Mrs.  Bess  ^I.  Eckard  succeeded  Miss  Mabellc 
St.  John  as  Visitors'  Attendant. 

Frequent  changes  are  costly  and  not  conducive  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  School,  but  they  are  common  to  like  institutions 
all  over  the  country,  and  will  be  so  long  as  so  many  of  those 
engaged  in  the  work  are  young  women  with  no  definite  aim  in 
life,  and  so  long  as  a  position  may  be  had  anyw^iere  in  the  land 
simply  for  the  asking.  There  was  a  time  when  good  men  entered 
the  profession  as  teachers  actuated  by  the  same  spirit  that  sent 
missionaries  to  Africa  and  other  benighted  portions  of  the  uni- 
verse. That  same  spirit,  born  of  religious  fervor,  kept  the  Quaker 
and  the  Shaker  content  and  happy  in  spite  of  their  peculiar  dress 
and  simple  style  of  living.  But  times  have  changed.  That  spirit 
is  no  longer  rampant  on  the  face  of  the  earth.  The  people  do 
not  esteem  the  zeal  of  the  Quaker  and  the  Shaker,  the  preacher 
and  the  teacher,  as  they  once  did ;  and  having  lost  this,  these 
groups  have  lost  much  that  tended  to  compensate  them  for  their 
lives  of  self-denial.  If  they  must  be  more  like  other  men,  they 
must  pay  less  heed  to  the  spiritual  and  give  more  attention  to 
the  material.  It  seems  a  distinct  low^ering  of  ideals  to  place 
l^reaching  and  teaching  on  a  dollars-and-cents  basis,  but  if  we 
would  have  good  men  in  these  lines  of  work,  we  must  pay  them 
enough  to  enable  them  to  live  comfortably  and  lay  up  something 
for  the  time  when  they  cannot  go  about  their  accustomed  labors. 
Schools  for  the  deaf  and  the  blind  should  expect  to  pay  the  high- 
est salaries  because  they  need  the  best  people. 

THE    COURSE     OF     STUDY 

The  purpose  of  the  School  is  to  educate  and  prepare  for 
intelligent  citizenship  those  boys  and  girls  who  cannot  profitably 
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attend  the  regular  public  schools  because  of  impaired  sight  or 
hearing.  To  that  end  the  classes  are  small,  seldom  more  than 
ten  pupils,  and  much  of  the  instruction  is  individual.  The 
Colorado  School  prides  itself  on  employing  only  trained  teachers 
who  have  made  good  in  actual  work. 

In  the  Literary  Department,  blind  students  are  given  a  full 
high  school  course  which  admits  them  to  college  or  university 
should  they  wish  to  secure  a  higher  education.  The  deaf  are 
prepared  for  Gallaudet  (Jollege  for  the  Deaf  at  Washington. 
D.  C,  the  onl}-  college  for  the  deaf  in  the  world.  Few,  however, 
of  either  class  are  content  to  remain  in  school  long  enough  to 
graduate,  for  which  reason  the  industrial  Department  is  con- 
sidered of  great  importance,  touching,  as  it  does,  all  who  attend 
the  School.  Manual  training  for  all  the  younger  children  and 
elementary  trade  instruction  for  the  older  pui)ils  are  insisted 
upon.  The  blind  have  music,  tuning,  broom  making,  cooking, 
sewing,  knitting,  etc. ;  the  deaf  are  taught  cari)entry,  painting, 
printing,  shoe-making,  cooking,  sewing  and  ironing ;  and  all 
older  pupils  of  both  departments  have  the  opportunity  to  learn 
the  fundamental  principles  of  poultry  raising,  gardening  and 
general  housework. 

P  U  Y  S  I  C  A  L     C  U  L  T  U  R  E 

A  graduate  of  the  Sargent  School  of  Physical  Culture  of 
Boston,  Mass.,  has  charge  of  this  very  important  branch,  whicli 
is  obligatory  upon  all  unless  excused  by  the  physician.

According 
to  the  conditions  of  the  gift,  these  properties  can  be  used  for  no 
other  purpose  unless  provision  be  made  by  the  state  for  the  in- 
vestment of  an  equal  amount  in  approved  securities  for  the  use  of 
the  fund. 

With  the  consent  of  the  donor,  the  income  from  the  fund  up 
to  November  30,  1905,  was  used  for  current  expenses,  to  help 
pay  for  land,  the  appropriation  for  which,  made  in  1903,  failed 
to  materialize.

HISTORICAL 

The  ''Colorado  Institute  for  Deaf  ^Mutes''  was  founded  ii; 
1874,  wlnle  the  state  was  yet  a  territory,  the  Blind  Department 
being  added  in  1883.  There  were  present  on  the  opening  day 
six  pupils,  the  home  of  the  School  being  a  small  frame  buildiuL' 
long  since  torn  down.  Up  to  the  present  time  some  689  deaf 
persons  and  301  blind  have  been  enrolled  as  pupils,  the  number  of 
both  in  attendance  the  present  session  (1919-1920)  being  176. 
The  buildings  now  number  fifteen,  with  a  total  valuation,  includ- 
ing equipment,  of  $556,206.69. 

CHARACTER      OF      T  11  K      SCHOOL 

The  Colorado  School  for  the  Deaf  is,  as  the  name  im])lies,  a 
school  pure  and  simple.  It  was  established  in  accordance  with 
the  purpose  of  the  state  to  give  to  every  child  within  her  boundar\' 
capable  of  taking  it,  a  common  school  education.  It  is  not  in  any 
sense  an  "asylum"  or  "home"  for  the  afflicted,  it  is  not  a  hospital 
for  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  eyes  and  ears,  and  it  is  not  a 
place  for  the  detention  and  care  of  the  imbecile.  A  child  so 
unsound  j^hysically  as  to  require  constant  care,  or  so  backward 
mentally  as  to  make  no  progress  in  the  literary  dei)arlment,  can- 
not be  retained  in  the  School.

The  course  of  study  for  the  deaf  covers  about  the  same  ground 
as  the  public  schools  of  the  state.  The  blind,  to  whom  language 
jiresents  no  difliculty,  are  given  a  very  thoro  high  school 
course.  To  secure  the  best  results  in  both  instances  it  is  neces- 
sary that  the  child  be  entered  as  soon  as  it  beccMues  of  school 
age,  and  that  the  attendance  be  regular  and  continuous  ihruout 
the  cut  ire  c'ourse.

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,i;reater  part  of  the  literary  work  and  in  nnisic,  l)ut  all  arc  tau^^ht 
to  write  script  and  operate  typewriters. 

In  the  Deaf  Department  all  new  pupils  are  placed  in  oral 
classes,  where  the  attempt  is  made  to  teach  them  to  speak  and 
read  the  lips.  Those  who  have  learned  to  talk  before  losing  their 
hearing,  and  some  of  those  born  deaf  do  well  under  this  method, 
and  such  are  kept  in  the  oral  department  during  their  entire  stay 
here.  All  school  work  with  these  pupils  is  done  orally,  so  there 
is  no  danger  of  their  forgetting  how  to  talk,  as  some  parents  fear. 
There  are,  however,  some  deaf  children  who  can  never  learn 
to  speak  well  enough  to  make  it  of  practical  value,  and  these  are 
taught  by  use  of  the  manual  alphabet  and  by  writing,  with  re- 
course to  the  sign  language  only  when  necessary. 

T  R  A  D  i:  s 

In  addition  to  the  work  in  the  literary  department,  the  School 
undertakes  to  give  each  pupil  such  knowledge  of  some  trade  as 
may  be  a  help  in  gaining  a  livelihood  after  graduation.  To  this 
end,  from  one  to  three  hours  per  day  thru  the  entire  course 
is  spent  in  the  shops  under  competent  instructors,  and  while  the 
training  given  is  necessarily  incomplete,  it  goes  far  towards 
preparation  for  life  work.  The  trades  taught  at  present  are  for 
the  blind  boys,  piano  tuning,  broom  and  mattress  making,  chair 
caning,  carpet  and  hammock  weaving;  for  the  deaf  boys,  car- 
pentry, printing,  shoe-making,  painting,  the  care  of  poultry,  and 
elementary  gardening.  All  girls  have  regular  instruction  in  sew- 
ing, knitting,  crocheting,  and  such  general  housework  as  is  in- 
volved in  the  care  of  their  own  rooms.  All  older  girls,  both  deaf 
and  blind,  have  lessons  in  cooking  under  a  trained  intructor. 

TERMS      OF       ADMISSION 

All  deaf  and  blind  persons,  of  sound  mind  and  body,  between 
the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  actual  residents  of  Colo- 
rado, are  entitled  to  admission  to  the  School  free  of  charge. 
This  includes  all  those  whose  hearing  or  sight  is  so  impaired 
as  to  prevent  them  from  obtaining  an  education  in  the  public 
schools.  Tuition,  board  and  washing,  medicines  and  medical 
attendance,  books  and  apparatus  used  in  teaching — in  short, 
everything  is  furnished  free  of  charge  except  clothing  and  irav- 
eling  expenses.  In  cases  of  absolute  poverty,  the  respective 
counties  assume  the  expense  of  traveling  and  clothing.  While 
no  persons  are  taken  into  the  School  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
medical  treatment,  all  children  coming  to  us  are  examined  by  a 
specialist  and  treatment  is  given  wherever  it  is  needed.  I1^e 
sick  have  the  very  best  care  and  attention. 
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SESSIONS 

The  School  opens  in  September  on  the  first  Wednesday  after 
Labor  Day,  and  closes  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  the  followini^- 
June,  thus  giving  the  pupils  nine  months  at  the  School  and  three 
months  at  home  each  year.  All  pupils  must  be  promptly  removeil 
at  the  close  of  the  session. 

GENERAL      REMARKS 

As  has  been  said  before,  The  Colorado  School  for  the  Deaf 
and  the  Blind  is  not  an  asylum  or  a  hospital  for  the  care  of 
afflicted  children.  Parents  desirous  of  entering  children  should 
carefully  observe  the  following: 

First  —  A  child  once  entered  is  expected  to  remain  until 
the  close  of  the  session,  and  cannot  be  withdrawn  without  the 
consent  of  the  Superintendent.  Pupils  withdrawn  without  hi> 
consent  forfeit  the  right  to  the  privileges  of  the  School  unless 
permitted  to  return  by  special  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
This,  of  course,  does  not  apply  to  those  who  may  prove  ineligible 
because  of  physical  or  mental  deficiency.  Such  pupils  must  be 
removed  as  soon  as  the  deficiency  is  established  beyond  cjuestion. 

Second  —  All  pupils  expecting  to  attend  school  should  be 
sent  promptly  on  the  opening  day,  and  those  not  so  entered, 
except  for  such  reasons  as  may  be  deemed  valid  by  the  Super- 
intendent, shall  be  denied  admission  until  the  opening  of  the 
next  year. 

Third  —  All  children  should,  if  possible,  be  vaccinated  before 
entering. 

Fourth  —  Parents  must  furnish  postage  in  all  cases,  and 
■njiy  hear  from  their  children  in  j^roj^ortion  to  tlie  amount  fur- 
nished. The  session  lasts  about  forty  weeks.  Parents  sending 
us  ninety  cents  (90c)  may  hear  from  their  children  once  a  week, 
ten  letters  and  thirty  postals.  Those  who  do  not  furnish  i)ost- 
age  will  not  hear,  except  in  case  of  illness,  when  a  report  is 
made  daily  until  the  child  is  out  of  danger. 

FiP'Tll — A  contingent  fee  of  $10.00  must  be  deposited  in  every 
case  to  ])urchase  such  articles  of  clothing,  shoes,  etc.,  likel\ 
to  be  needed  during  the  session.  .\  strict  account  will  be  keiit 
of  ail  exi)en(litures  and  an  itemized  statement  made  at  the  close 
of  the  school  \ear.  Clothing  or  shoes  may  be  sent  from  home 
or  purchased  lu-re  by  us,  but  nothing  will  be  furnished  without 
the  cash  before  hand,  excei)t  in  case  of  county  puj)ils. 

Six'ii!  \11  clothing  should  be  of  good  (juality  and  well 
in::de.  willi  the  bullous  sewed  on  tighlly.      (lood  shoes  are  cheaj)- 
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est.  WodIlmi  uiulcrwccir  and  woolen  siockinins  are  not  needed 
unlesh  the  cliild  be  very  delicate.  In  no  case  ])urchase  so-called 
deece-lined  underwear.  It  does  not  wash  well.  A  good  qualitv 
of  balbriggan  is  best.  Our  children  romp  and  play  a  great  deal. 
as  all  healthy  children  do,  and  are  consequently  very  hard  on 
clotiiing  All  articles  should  be  plainly  marked.  The  best  vva\ 
is  to  sew  the  name  in  turkey  red,  which  will  last  as  long  as  the 
garment. 

Seventh  —  Parents  will  be  expected  to  pay  for  pro])erty 
wantonly  destroyed  by  their  children.  We  find  that  nothing  make> 
children  so  careful  as  to  know  that  the  parent  is  held  responsible 
for  their  carelessness,  and  parents  are  as  much  interested  as  we 
are  in  raising  their  children  to  a  right  appreciation  of  the  respon- 
sibilties  in  life. 

EiGHTii  —  While  we  are  always  glad  to  have  parents  visit 
their  children,  ihey  cannot  be  entertained  at  the  School.  Parent^ 
are  at  liberty  to  have  their  children  stay  down  towm  with  them 
over  night,  but  not  to  interfere  with  the  class  work  when  it 
can  be  helped. 

Ninth  —  All  packages  sent  should  be  fully  prepaid,  and,  if 
you  wish  receipt  acknowledged,  should  be  sent  in  care  of  the 
Superintendent.  All  letters  to  pupils  should  be  addressed  directly 
to  them  in  care  of  the  School. 

Tenth  —  No  attention  will  be  paid  to  any  complaint  or  anv 
comnumicaiion  of  any  kind  not  addressed  to  the  Superintendent, 
or  the  Board  of  Trustees.  All  money  should  be  sent  by  express, 
money  order,  or  registered  letter,  directly  to  the  Superintendent, 
wdio  will  at  once  acknowdedge  receipt  of  same. 

ELEVENTii  —  Teachers  are  sent  out  to  the  most  important 
points  at  opening  and  close  of  the  School  to  assist  pupils  in 
making  changes  and  accompany  them  to  school. 

Twelfth  —  Please  bear  in  mind  that  the  School  is  more 
than  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  nearest  depot,  and  a  full  mile 
from  two  of  them.  Street  cars  nm  within  a  block  of  the  main 
building.
